Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-9 , drawn to routing backplane for providing intercommunication 
services among multiple communication devices including servers, 
classified in class 370, subclass 401 . 

II. Claims 10-13 and 30-49, drawn to monitoring usage in the plural channels 
and balancing traffic loads in the plural channels , classified in class 370, 
subclass 468. 

Ill Claims 14-29 , drawn to assignment of an IP address to a remote 
processor device based on a detected identification of the remote 
processor device when connected to and operating on the network, 
classified in class 370, subclass 351 . 

IV. Claims 50-79 and 90-1 04, drawn to a network manager for generating a 
control packet that contains control information for effecting at least one of 
upstream channel assignment; transmit power level; address assignment, 
classified in class 370, subclass 389. 

V. Claims 80-89, drawn to polling the remote devices to determine 
bandwidth demand of at least one remote device. 



The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
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The invention I deals with monitoring usage in the plural channels and balancing traffic 
loads in the plural channels; the invention II deals with monitoring usage in the plural 
channels and balancing traffic loads in the plural channels; the invention III deals with 
assignment of an IP address to a remote processor device based on a detected 
identification of the remote processor device when connected to and operating on the 
network; the invention IV deals with a network manager for generating a control packet 
that contains control information for effecting at least one of upstream channel 
assignment; transmit power level; address assignment, and the invention V deals with 
polling the remote devices to determine bandwidth demand of at least one remote 
device . 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
